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Continuation of 2. NOTE: The new issue is "available" with reference to the dial tone, which forms the basis of at least part of applicant's 
arguments, an(j changing the scope of the claims makes applicant's arguments moot. Examiner agrees that there is support for not 
receiving a dial tone when off hook, however this would fail to change the art rejection, as Tendler receives no dial tone and is clearly on- 
hook. The transition to off-hook is carried out by the EVLS, and not by the user as is argued by applicant, see col. 2 lines 41-44. Cordless 
phones and cellular phones are both in the art of wireless radio frequency telephony and operate on similar principles and are analagous . 
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
